UNION DEPOT UP TO CITY 
AND CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


Now is the time for La Crosse to strike for a union depot. 
The destruction of the Cameron House, the largest of the La 
Crosse depots, removes the greatest financial obstacle and probably 
the objection of that one of the La Crosse railroads having the larg­ 
est business here. 
The state law of Wisconsin provides a legal method whereby 
cities may secure union depots, as follows: 


Section 1797— 9. (2 ). In every city, village or town in which two or more railroads 
enter and maintain passenger depots, it shall he the duty of such railroads lo construct, 
maintain and use an adequate union passenger depot, whenever practicable and required 
by the public necessity and convenience, lf, after an investigation, the commission shall 
determine that it is practicable, and that public convenience and 
necessity require the 
construction, maintenance and use of a union passenger depot by two or more railroads 
in any city, village or town, in w hich such roads enter and maintain passenger depots, 
the commission may, after notice and hearing as provided in Section 1797— 12. order such 
railroad to construct, maintain and use an adequate union passenger depot, and shall also 
in such order fix the location of such depot. 
All recognized authority on the modern municipality supports 
the union depot as an essential of public convenience. 
Should La Crosse neglect the m atter now, and should the Chi­ 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul he permitted to build a new depot for 
their exclusive use, this city could not expect to secure a union de­ 
pot inside of fifty years. 
The city authorities should move in this m atter at once. 
The Chamber of Commerce should swing its entire influence 
in support of a union depot movement; the strongest possible com­ 
mittee should be selected for the work.
